_To jump on hundreds of bunches 


of grapes and tramp the juice out 
with their bare feet, was work done 


, by some of 
the 
Roman 
slaves. 


Sometimes slave children were set 
at ihis work. 


The juice was wanted for wine. 


I suppose you know that if fresh 


. jjruj» juice is allowed to stand, in 


open jars for nine days or so it will 
ferment and become wine. The- Ro- 


• )n;;ns ussd jars which often 
held 


more than a hundred gallons. They 
were large enough for two or three 
children to get, in at once. I •won- 
der if they were ever used for play- 
ing hide-ar.d-seek. 


Sometimes the grape vines were 


held up by poles and cross-pieces, 
as is the case almost 
everywhere 


nowadays. In Roman times, it was 
also a common custom to let the 
vines grow up the trunks of trees, 
and around the branches. 
One La- 


tin poet speaks of "marrying the 
vine to the elm." It often 
looked 


as if grapes were- growing right on 
the trees. 


One of our pictures shows a wine- 


care from which two men are draw- 
ing wine. The wine is in a large 
skin container. It is being drawn 
into jars of an odd shape. Our oth- 
er 
picture 
shows how such jars 


•were sometimes made to "stand 
up." 


Drawing wine from a wine-car 
skin. The two horses are unhitch- 
ed. The jars are much smaller 'than 
some the Romans used. 


A wine jar and the stand which 


held it up.
